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The Alexander Centre in Preston Street, Faversham was once home to the doctor Sir Sidney Alexander, 
a former mayor of the town for 10 years. Seen as the 'heartbeat' of the town, Swale council has decided 
not to sell the £675,000 building, but instead to transfer it over three years to a community trust

THE historic Alexander Centre 
will not be sold off but transferred 
lock, stock and barrel to the 
Faversham community. 

Despite being £5 million in the red, Swale 
Borough councillors have chosen not to auc¬ 
tion off the building because they say it repre¬ 
sents the ‘heartbeat’ of the town’s community. 

Instead, the property - valued at £675,000 - 
will be transferred to a trust made up of com¬ 
munity volunteers. 

The executive branch of Swale council is due 
to meet tonight to thrash out the finer details 
of the plan. 

Deputy leader of Swale council Gerry Lewin 
said: “Our plan is to transfer the Alexander 
Centre over to a community trust in a phased 
approach over the next three years. 

“I suppose the obvious question is why not 
sell it? However, as an authority we have 
many assets and this is one which represents 
an iconic place in the history of Faversham 
and is at the heart of the community 

“We are here to serve the community and 
this is what the community has said it wants 
and the council is committed to allowing the 
community to run the building. 

“This year we will start by transferring the 
responsibility of the marketing function and 
internal maintenance. In the long run it is the 
intention that the building will become the 
community’s asset.” 

The centre requires expensive internal and 
external renovation, prompting the cash- 
strapped authority to investigate a number of

Small firms call 
on council for 
more support

A LEADING business 
organisation has appealed 
to Swale councillors to 
honour their election 
promise and help strug¬ 
gling firms. 

The Federation of Small 
Businesses wants the 

Conservative-led authority to 
extend Government procurement 
with the aim of seeing 25 per cent of 
all contracts going to small and 
medium sized enterprises (SMEs). 

Chief executive Abdool Kara 
recently pledged to favour large 
companies who promised to sub¬ 
contract work to smaller firms. 
However, the FSB says the system 
remains cumbersome and SMEs 
are missing out on a total spend 
believed to run into millions of 
pounds. 

FSB spokesman Deb Sen said: “I 
am very pleased Mr Kara wants to 
use Swale council’s spending power 
to help the business community 

Mr Sen says the council could 
massively improve the chances of 
SMEs by effectively using the 
South East Business Portal. 

The portal is designed to allow 
the sharing of information about 
existing contracts and forthcoming 
tendering opportunities across 74 
councils and nine fire and rescue 
services in the south east region. 

Collectively the 74 councils spend 
£4 to 4.5 billion on goods and serv¬ 
ices each year. 

Mr Sen said only one high value 
contract opportunity existed on the 
industry’s South East Business 
Portal for Swale council - meaning 
SMEs were unlikely to know con-

tracts existed. In addition Mr Sen 
said there are no historical con¬ 
tracts stored on the portal database 
so small businesses will never know 
when tenders are coming up for 
review - placing them at a distinct 
disadvantage. 

Dave Thomas, head of commis¬ 
sioning at Swale council, said offi¬ 
cers were working to address the 
shortfalls. He added: “I understand 
that council officers will be meeting 
with South East Business Portal 
staff in two weeks’ time to under¬ 
stand what we need to do to better 
utilise this facility to advertise our 
contracts and address the very 
points raised by Yourswale. 

“The intention is that the council 
will publicise all contracts and pro¬ 
curements to local businesses, 
although this won’t of course mean 
that they will win them. We are cur¬ 
rently building our contracts data¬ 
base, and are working with our 
partners across the mid Kent 
improvement partnership to 
achieve this. We hope to place this 
database on the website shortly, but 
importantly in such a way as to pro¬ 
tect commercial confidentiality.”

possible options for its future. 
However continuing to run the cen¬ 
tre under the council’s sole remit was 
not seen as financially viable and the 
option to sell the building was reject¬ 
ed on the grounds of the strength of 
local feeling. 

The Alexander Centre is named 
after the doctor Sir Sidney Alexander 
who was mayor of Faversham for a 
record 10 years (1910-1920), span¬ 
ning the duration of the First World 
War. His wartime public service was 
recognised with a knighthood. 

Plaque 

Sir Alexander, a pioneer of varicose 
vein treatment in his London prac¬ 
tice, was a GP at his home, Gatefield 
House in Faversham’s Preston 
Street. The building, now the 
Alexander Centre, bears a commem¬ 
orative plaque. 

The centre was converted into 
municipal offices in 1943 and 
renamed the Alexander Centre in 
1977.

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Farming World's future 
in doubt over estate sale

THE future of Farming World was 
thrown into doubt this week as the 
estate where it is based went on the 
market to meet inheritance tax 
demands. 

Nash Court - a Grade II-listed mansion at 
Boughton-under-Blean, together with associated 
buildings and 54 acres of land - went on the 
market for just over £4 million. 

Neither the family nor their estate agents 
were able to give any assurances about Farming 
World which is run from land on the estate. 

Mrs Maggie Johnson inherited the property 
with her brother when it was passed down by 
their late mother. 

She said she couldn’t confirm what would hap¬ 
pen to the park attraction and eveiyone would 
“have to wait and see.” 

However, daughter Georgina said the family 
had been left deeply upset at having to put the 
property on the market, adding: “Nash Court 
has been in the family for a very long time and 
the decision to put the property on the market 
has been a very difficult one. 

“Since the death of my grandmother my fami¬ 
ly now have a huge bill to pay in death tax and 
we can’t afford to pay without selling the house.” 

Farming World has forged a reputation as one 
of best farm attractions in Kent. 

Set in the backdrop of the beautiful Swale 
countiyside, the park is home to a range of ani-

mals and is a popular day out for families and 
schoolchildren. 

A spokesman for the family’s estate agent 
Strutt and Parker said: “Nothing is set in stone 
so we can’t say too much with certainty. 

“However, our clients are happy to sell just lot 
one and this would leave Farming World unaf¬ 
fected, but if the whole lot is sold then no one can 
say what will happen.” 

The estate has been divided into four lots with 
lot one - including Nash court, annexe flats, for¬ 
mal gardens and outbuildings, the lodge, farm 
buildings and about 32 acres of land up for £3.5 
million. 

Lots 2,3 and 4 - including a lodge house, cher¬ 
ry orchard and 22 acres - is on the market at just 
over half a million pounds. All four plots are up 
for sale at £4,075,000 million. 

The main house dates back to 1715 when 
Catholic Thomas Hawkins obtained the proper¬ 
ty during the reign of Richard II.

Cheat scammed 
almost £7,000 
in eight months 

A BENEFIT cheat from the Isle 
of Sheppey has been convicted for 
swindling taxpayers out of thousands 
of pounds. 

Charlotte Famham, 24, was ordered to 
complete 90 hours of community service 
and pay £200 costs after being found 
guilty of obtaining benefits totalling 
£6,879.34 at Maidstone Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday, June 1. 

Famham, who now lives in Ashford, 
was living at Invicta Road, Sheemess, at 
the time of the scam. 

The court heard how she had dishon¬ 
estly obtained £5,132.80 in housing 
benefit and £906.94 in council tax bene¬ 
fit between July 1, 2007 and February 
29, 2008. 

Dishonest 

She claimed the money as a single per¬ 
son while she living with Mr Lee 
Baldock. Famham was also convicted for 
dishonestly claiming income support. 

Speaking after the court case, investi¬ 
gations supervisor at Swale council, 
Filmer Wellard, said: “This investigation 
was conducted by officers from the coun¬ 
cil and the Department of Works and 
Pensions and demonstrates our contin¬ 
ued commitment to working together to 
target benefit fraud, something that res¬ 
idents rightly demand of a public-serv¬ 
ing organisation. 

“This case is another example of the 
importance of reporting changes in cir¬ 
cumstances promptly to avoid large 
overpayments and the possibility of a 
criminal conviction.”

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Labour concern as 
council executive 
is doubled in size

THE number of executive mem¬ 
bers on Conservative-led Swale 
council has increased from five to 
ten. 

The increase has prompted Labour opposi¬ 
tion to set up a shadow executive and issue a 
warning that it will scrutinise activity at the 
council. However, the cash-strapped authori¬ 
ty says the additional cabinet members are 
necessary to support a modernisation pro¬ 
gramme led by council leader Andrew Bowles 
and chief executive Abdool Kara. 

Deputy council leader Gerry Lewin believes 
a larger cabinet office is vital to move the 
organisation forward. 

Mr Lewin said: “Those who criticise the 
increase fail to recognise that councillors on 
the executive were working 40 to 60 hours a 
week and being paid less than the minimum 
wage. We want to make sure we are champi¬ 
ons of business and bring excellence to policy 
making in the council and we want to make 
substantial improvements. 

“There is a lot of talent at Swale council and 
a more comprehensive management struc¬ 
ture will allow councillors the opportunity to 
concentrate on specific portfolios and widen 
the base of work undertaken by the executive. 

“Each member of the executive will be 
accountable to the council leader and for 
managing their portfolio budget. 

‘We have seen many changes since setting

up the new management structure and we 
are delighted in the progress of the new chief 
executive who is delivering everything he was 
asked to do. However, as a team we recognise 
we are just at the beginning of this journey 
and we all committed to the future.” 

The basic allowance, which all councillors 
are entitled to receive, is £3,343 per annum. 
In addition, executive members receive a spe¬ 
cial responsibility allowance of £7,020 while 
the council leader is entitled to £11,700. 

Deputy leader of the Labour Party, Roger 
Truelove, said a shadow executive was neces¬ 
sary to keep a “close eye on what is actually 
done and achieved.”

“The Labour Party is setting up their own 
unpaid shadow executive, so that individual 
Labour councillors can keep a close eye on 
their Tory counterparts.”

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KCC is accused of 

misleading parents 
over special needs

PARENTS of special needs 
children left without specialist 
school placements have slam¬ 
med education officials, clam¬ 
ing they have been misled. 

Disheartened parents have argued 
that after being told by Kent County 
Council that units catering for pri¬ 
mary children with learning disabili¬ 
ties were to close, they have since dis¬ 
covered they are staying open. 

But where parents were originally 
told of the closures, many had to 
secure places in mainstream schools 
which do not offer the support of a 
unit, in preparation for the start of the 
academic year in September. 

Many did not pursue admission for 
a unit, believing there was no point if 
closures were imminent. 

Deborah Aspland, from Ashford, has 


three children with disabilities. 
Although her youngest has a place at 
Special Education Needs (SEN) Unit, 
her daughter is going to a mainstream 
school after being told by an SEN co¬ 
ordinator at KCC that Linden Grove 
speech unit in Ashford, was closing. 

Ms Aspland said: “We got my daugh¬ 
ter into a mainstream school, but now 
I have found out - through Facebook - 
that units are in fact available. 

“We’ve decided to see how she gets 
on in mainstream. She’s going in 
under School Action Plus, which pro¬ 
vides support for SEN children, but 
I’m very angry about the situation.” 

Units are attached to schools, but 
children with learning difficulties are 
given support away from other pupils 
by specially-trained staff. But with 
regular mainstream schooling, special 
needs children are expected to inte¬ 
grate the whole time, with support 
from teachers. 

Ms Aspland is furious that KCC has 
“quietly” reversed the policy. 


Independent education advisor 
Peter Read said he knew of half a 
dozen families in the same situation. 

Mr Read added the council was look¬ 
ing at phasing out SEN units and 
instead integrating children to main¬ 
stream institutions in what would be 
called Lead schools, which have spe¬ 
cialist provision. 

A KCC spokesman said: “A pilot is 
running in Ashford, Shepway and 
north west Kent and it is the subject 
of evaluation. In running the pilot, it 
was never the council’s intention to 
lose the expertise in our units, but to 
build on the opportunities for using 
that expertise to support and build 
capacity in mainstream schools. At no 
point were any decisions taken by 
elected members to close units.” 

The spokesman added: “If any par¬ 
ent feels disadvantaged because of 
misinformation, they should contact 
Kent County Council and we will 
review their case and do what we can 
to assist where possible.”

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From market research 
to swimwear model 


How trying to find a size 16 costume led PA Tonia to be 
photographed by Mary McCartney for Speedo's new line 


PERSONAL assistant Tonia 
Brundell is making a big 
splash as the face of Speedo’s 
latest swimwear range. 

Designed to flatter three key female 
body shapes, the Speedo Shapeline 
collection is described as ‘the closest to 
made-to-measure swimwear on the 
market’.

Anger aft gay 
MPouted in 
expenses row

A GAY rights group has condemned 
former cabinet minister David Laws’ 
secrecy over his sexuality claiming it 
has set the movement back. 

Campaigners from Pride in Canterbury 
also pointed out the discrepancy between 
the shamed Chief Secretary of the 
Treasury’s fear of coming out and the Lib 
Dem policy on lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender (LGBT) rights. 

In its manifesto, the party pledged to 
increase LGBT representation in Parliament, 
where before the election only two per cent of 
MPs were openly gay. 

Andrew Brettel, from Pride in Canterbury, 
said Mr Laws’ actions showed the gay commu¬ 
nity still had a long way to go to achieve true 
equality. 

“It should be easy to be openly gay in 
Government, given that before the election 
the three main parties seemed keen to 
show how committed they were to LGBT and 
other diversity issues,” he said. 

In a statement, Mr Laws, MP for Yeovil in 
Somerset since 2001, apologised for his 
actions, after it was revealed he had used tax¬ 
payers’ money to pay more than £40,000 in 
rent to his long-term partner James Lundie. 

In 2006, rules were changed at Westminster 
to stop payments to partners, but Mr Laws - 
who unsuccessfully contested the Folkestone

‘You get everything that would normally 
be found in theatre, like an anaesthetic 
machine, multi-parameter monitoring, 
lights, and kit packs of consumables. 

“It is all designed for special locations. So

Martin Lammas, from Pride in Canterbury, 
said: “He knew he was in a relationship, he 
knew it was illegal to claim those expenses 
and he thought he could get away with it - the 
same old story. 

“What he did was wrong and a serious 
misdemeanour and he should pay the 
consequences. 

“His constituency should have the opportuni¬ 
ty to call him back and make him stand again. 

“What chance have they got of him standing 
up for their rights when he can’t stand up for 
his own?” 

Hostile 

Lib Dem members have also criticised Mr 
Laws’ actions and supported his decision to 
step down from his position at Westminster. 

Peter Carroll, Kent’s most high-profile Lib 
Dem after his successful Gurkha resettlement 
rights campaign, said: “If somebody claiming 
benefits had done a similar thing they would 
be treated in a hostile way. 

“However much I feel for David Laws, you 
can’t have a Government minister who does 
something where it suggests there is one rule 
for them and one rule for another. 

“He had to stand down. If you put yourself 
in public office you have to face the conse¬ 
quence of your actions.

Despite the revelations, colleagues including 
Prime Minister David Cameron and his 
deputy Nick Clegg paid tribute to Mr Laws.

Under pressure 
teachers are too 
sick for school 

STRESSED teachers are taking thousands 
of days off work each year as the target 
culture in schools takes its toll. 

Figures obtained through a Freedom of 
Information request revealed that in 2008, 
primaiy and secondary teachers working for 
Kent County Council took a total of 61,941 
days off sick. 

The previous year showed a similar figure 
of more than 60,000 days. 

Figures for last year were not available at 
the time of the request, but numbers were 
expected to be around the same. 

Statistics showed that of the 13,500 
teachers working in KCC-run schools were 
absent for an average of almost one working 
week each, per year. 

This is in addition to the three months 
annual paid leave teachers receive. 

Medway council was unable to provide KOS 
Media with the number of days lost in its area, 
but revealed in 2008-09,1,692 teachers were 
off sick, 65 off without authorisation. 

In 2009-10,1,328 teachers took sick days. 

Supply teachers cost up to £200 a day, 
meaning millions of pounds of public money 
is spent each year on cover. 

Cllr Gary Cooke, deputy cabinet member 
for children, defended the absentee figures 
by stating that Kent schools outperform 
private sector companies. 

He said: “Teachers have a phenomenally 
difficult job to do but on average the latest 
figures show less than five days sick per 
annum per teacher. This is lower than the 
current average of more than six sick days a 
year taken by workers at private companies.” 

Pressured 

A spokesman from Teacher Support 
Network, a group of independent charities 
offering help to teachers, said the circum¬ 
stances under which they work are incredi¬ 
bly pressured. 

“Through our contact we know the stress 
and other common mental health problems 
such as anxiety and depression are wide¬ 
spread in the profession and they have a 
negative impact on teacher health,” he said. 

“Pressures including increased workload, 
bullying and financial concerns all contribute 
to undermining their health and well-being. 

“Their work is subjected to more scrutiny 
than almost any other profession, through 
inspections and league tables. 

“The work they do is constantly assessed 
and unfairly criticised and teachers are 
increasingly held accountable for issues that 
would traditionally be considered the 
responsibility of the parents.” 

Nationally, 313,000 teachers were off sick 
in 2008 - more than half of the workforce. 

In 2009, this figure dropped to 309,000, 
but the total number of working days lost 
was 2,695,000. 

Across the UK, the average number of days 
off sick for all teachers was just under five - 
the same as Kent - but for those who actual¬ 
ly took time off, the average was eight days. 

PC is charged with

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A2 Neanderthal 
finds could now 
change history

A NEW discovery suggests 
Neanderthal man made his home 
in Kent much earlier than previ¬ 
ously thought. 

It was always known that Neanderthals 
had lived in Britain then retreated to main¬ 
land Europe during the ice age 200,000 
years ago, but a fresh find of flints shows 
they came back much earlier than previous¬ 
ly thought. 

Neanderthal man lived in Europe for 
260,000 years. Scientists had believed the 
ancestors of modem man arrived in Britain 
about 65,000 years ago. 

But this find means they may have to 
revise their time frame. 

The flints are waste flakes from the manu¬ 
facture of unknown tools probably used to 
cut up animals for food. 

A University of Southampton archaeolo¬ 
gist and Oxford Archaeology spotted evi¬ 
dence that Neanderthals were living in 
Britain at the start of the last ice age. 

Commissioned by Oxford Archaeology, the 
university’s Dr Francis Wenban-Smith dis¬ 
covered two ancient flint handtools at the 
junction of the M25 and the A2. 

They were found during a Highways 
Agency excavation, and mean Dartford 
could have been founded by the 
Neanderthals. 

Tests on sediment burying the flints show 
they date from around 110,000 years ago, 
proving Neanderthals were living in Britain 
at this time. 

Until now, it was believed Kent and all of 
the UK was an empty wilderness after the 
Ice Age forced everyone south 200,000 years 
ago, with Neanderthals not returning until 
65,000 years ago. 

Dr Wenban-Smith said: “I couldn’t believe 
my eyes when I received the test results. 

‘We know Neanderthals inhabited north¬ 
ern France at this time, but this new evi-

dence suggests that as soon as sea levels 
dropped, and a ‘land bridge’ appeared across 
the Channel, they made the journey by foot 
to Kent.” 

Oxford Archaeology project manager 
David Score said: “The fieldwork uncovered 
a significant amount of activity at the 
Dartford site in the Bronze Age and Roman 
periods. 

“It is deeper trenches which have yielded 
the most interesting results - shedding light 
on a long period when there was assumed to 
have been an absence of early man from 
Britain.” 

One theory is that Neanderthals may have 
been attracted back to Kent by the flint-rich 
chalk downs visible from France. These sup¬ 
ported mammoth, rhino, horse and deer - 
an important food source in sub-Arctic 
conditions. 

Dr Wenban-Smith added: “These are peo¬ 
ple who had no real shelter - no houses, not 
even caves, so we can only speculate that by 
the time they returned, they had developed 
physiologically to cope with the cold, as well 
as behavioural strategies such as planning 
winter stores and making good use of fire.” 

Dr Wenban-Smith said more evidence is 
needed to date their occupations accurately. 

Other results from the project include the 
discovery of a woolly rhino tooth in the flood- 
plain gravels of the River Darent, dated at 
around 40,000 years old. 


Kent and Essex forces join 


A GROUNDBREAKING new plan will see 
Kent and Essex police officers working 
together in one crime-fighting unit. 

The Serious Crime Directorate will tackle 
big-league offenders including armed rob¬ 
bery gangs and drug smugglers from its base 
in Ebbsfleet. 

A total of 1,100 officers and support staff 
make up the new elite force which will have 
its own intelligence network, surveillance 
teams and forensics experts. 

In charge is Kent Assistant Chief 
Constable Alan Pughsley, who is convinced 
he will forge a formidable unit. 

“This is a groundbreaking initiative when 
it comes to UK policing.” 

The purpose of the new organisation is to 
tackle the most serious criminal offenders. 

Mr Pughsley said: “The advantage we will 
have is that we will be able to commit more 
resources to investigations.” 

Essex was chosen to partner Kent in the 


new initiative because of 
the problems faced by 
both forces. 

“One problem is crimi¬ 
nals who are coming out 
of London and committing 
offences elsewhere, so we 
have ensured that the 
Metropolitan Police Force 
will be working with us.” 

Officers from the new 
unit are already operating

but not at the joint level. It is expected to be 
fully operational in April 2012 but police say 
many parts will be in action before that date. 

Police say the new unit will not cost any¬ 
thing to put into action as the resources are 
already there. 

But this plan will see the first formal large- 
scale tie up between the county forces. 

“This is a way forward for policing in this 
country,” said Mr Pughsley.

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Hopes of Crossrail 
link under threat 
from £5bn in cuts

BUDGET cuts at the Department 
for Transport could hamper the 
chances of the £16 billion Crossrail 
project being extended into Kent. 

Last week transport minister Theresa 
Villiers warned she was looking for “value for 
money” in the scheme, prompting fears that 
several proposed stations may be scrapped. 

Current plans for the new 74-mile network 
see it running from Maidenhead in Berkshire 
to Abbey Wood in London, and Shenfield in 
Essex, with stops throughout the capital 
including at Heathrow. 

Kent County Council and former Labour MP 
for Dartford Howard Stoate were hopeful the 
project could also be extended into the north of 
the county, but this now appears less likely 
given that stations included in the original 
plan - including Maidenhead and Abbey Wood 
- are now under threat amid reports of the 
Government seeking a £5bn saving. 

Despite the proposed cuts, Dr Stoate’s Tory 
successor Gareth Johnson said he was not 
giving up on the dream just yet. 

He said: “I would deeply love to see Crossrail 


extended right to Ebbsfleet, but it’s going to 
come down to costings quite frankly because 
we’ve got to sort out the financial deficit. 

“There are lots of negotiations going on at 
the moment and the finer details of the 
operation are still being worked on. 

Gridlock 

“I’d be surprised if there was an 
announcement soon that Crossrail will be 
extended into north Kent, but we hope it’s still 


a medium-term goal and it’s something we 
will continue to pursue.” 

Crossrail is the UK’s biggest transport 
project since the Channel Tunnel, with the 
first trains due to run on the line by 2017. 

The scheme is included in KCC’s “growth 
without gridlock” transport strategy, which 
states the authority is “keen to see the route 
extended to Gravesend with good interchange 
at Ebbsfleet International”. 

However, Cllr Nick Chard - cabinet member 


for environment, highways and waste - declined 
to comment on speculation about the project. 

Former transport secretary Geoff Hoon 
raised the possibility of Crossrail reaching 
Kent when he accepted an invitation from Dr 
Stoate to visit Dartford in March last year. 

He said at the time: “Howard has pressed me 
hard on the question of Crossrail and the 
extension to Ebbsfleet. We have preserved the 
route and made it a possibility, and I’m 
certainly not ruling it out.” 


Family to sue negligent hospital over young mother's death 


A WIDOWER whose wife died when 
a hospital’s treatment of her fell 
woefully below what would be 
expected is taking legal action. 

Donna Maben, 33, died from 
septicaemia at the William Harvey 
Hospital, near her home in Ashford. 

An inquest was highly critical of 
her treatment and care, and now 
husband Ian has instructed lawyers 
to fight for compensation. 

Solicitor Sarah Harman said she 


cannot talk about the case, but 
confirmed the litigation. 

She said: “The family are taking 
legal action. The Trust has admitted 
liability and we are negotiating.” 

Asked when the case would be going 
into court, she said: “When you are 
negotiating you are not quite sure.” 

Donna died on May 11, 2009. 

The mum had been admitted to 
hospital on April 21 suffering from 
abdominal pains and yet was 


discharged just three days later. 

She collapsed in agony two weeks 
later and was finally given surgery 
on a twisted bowl that had gone 
gangrenous. But by then it was too 
late for her. 

The coroner was horrified at the 
circumstances of the death. 

Rachel Redman said delays in 
operating and confusion over her 
treatment led to her death and she 
wrote to Stuart Bain, the chief 


executive of East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust, 
with her concerns. 

Her distraught husband Ian said: 
“They [the hospital] just weren’t 
giving her the treatment you’d 
expect. Simple things - a lack of 
fluids - even me, not being medically 
trained, know that if you're taking 
in two litres of fluid and three litres 
of fluid are going out that's not a 
good thing.” 


When the damning verdict was 
announced Steven Pompeus, of East 
Kent Hospitals NHS Trust, said: 
“The trust would like to take this 
opportunity to apologise unres¬ 
ervedly for Donna’s death. 

“The Trust fully accepts the 
verdict of the coroner and would like 
to reassure the public that changes 
have already been implemented to 
ensure the same tragic outcome 
does not happen again.”

ASK someone about Jersey 
and you may not always get 
a straightforward answer, 
such is its place in both his¬ 
tory and geography. 

The largest of the Channel 
Islands, it is closest to Britain in 
terms of culture and politics but is 
virtually on the doorstep of France, 
with much of its vocabulary derived 
from the Norman tongue. 

What was once the centre of many 
battles between the two now repre¬ 
sents the best of each country’s mer¬ 
its, ranging from sandy beaches to 
outdoor activities and great eateries. 

A comfortable flight time of about 
an hour from Lydd airport, the 
healthier, sunnier climate is notice¬ 
able as soon as you land, thanks to 
the nearby Gulf Stream. 

My first port of call was St 
Brelades Bay on the south side, only 
a few minutes’ drive from the air¬ 
port yet wonderfully secluded. 

After a tasty, healthy lunch of crab 
risotto overlooking the beach, a 
quick walk around the picturesque 
church and Fisherman’s Chapel 
gives a sense of the history that per¬ 
vades this small island. 

I had a particular family interest 
in this as my great-grandfather was 
a sail-maker who hailed from Jersey. 

On closer inspection, I found a 
Nicholas Alexandre inscribed as one 
of the former rectors of the church, 
dating from the 16th Century. 

There is plenty of choice for thrill- 
seekers, from sand-yachting to 
kayaking, and the daredevil in me 
went for the abseiling. 

Instructor John Fox, who runs 
Jersey Adventures, was friendly and 
helpful, showing me how to handle 
the ropes as I gradually made my 
way down the side of one of the

many old German war forts dotted 
around the coast. 

The picture-postcard setting of 
Corbiere lighthouse greets you as 
you make your way round the south¬ 
western tip to St Ouen’s Bay.

Kickstart programme 
and housing projects 
come to a standstill 

THE Homes and Communities Agency 
has said it will put on hold spending 
decisions on social-housing projects and 
its Kickstart programme, which invests 
in restarting mothballed private¬ 
housing developments. 

The move comes after it emerged that 
£780 million of previously-agreed fund¬ 
ing may be pulled as part of £6.2bn 
spending cuts announced by Chancellor 
George Osborne. 

The HCA was told to cut £230m from 
its budget. The agency has confirmed 
this will lead to £100m being chopped 
from the £2.4bn social-housing pro¬ 
gramme and £50m from Kickstart’s 
£420m budget for this year. 

Recession 

The department has also been told 
that £780m of funding for its projects is 
under review, with a final decision to be 
outlined in Mr Osborne’s Budget on 
Tuesday, June 22. 

Stewart Baseley, chairman of the 
Home Builders Federation, called the 
decisions “a cut on investment not 
waste”. 

He said: “Public money invested 
through Kickstart pulled in many more 
times than private-sector investment - 
which will now be lost to the economy.” 

The Kickstart programme was 
announced in last year’s Budget in an 
attempt to bolster housebuilders who 
had halted housing construction in the 
midst of the recession. 

Merged providers offer

THE Co-operative Bank and Britannia 
have launched a new five-year mortgage 
at a fixed rate of 3.99 per cent. 

The mortgage is available to home- 
owners with a deposit of at least 25 per 
cent.

The two providers, which merged last 
year, also announced a two-year fixed- 
rate mortgage at 2.95 per cent, also 
requiring a 25 per cent deposit and with 
a £999 fee. 

John Hughes, Co-operative spokes¬ 
man, said: “Not only do these mortgages 
offer extremely attractive rates, they 
also provide customers with the added 
benefits of our consistently high levels of 
customer service.”

Number of buyers hots 
up for brighter outlook

THE property market con¬ 
tinued its recovery in May 
despite gloomy predictions 
that the election would deter 
both buyers and sellers from 
entering the market. 

But there are signs that the rises 
may be levelling off to reflect a slow¬ 
er growth in house prices even 
though more people are buying com¬ 
pared with a year ago. 

Nationwide said that house prices 
rose 1 per cent in April and were up 
more than 10 per cent on a year ago. 

Figures published by the Depart¬ 
ment for Communities and Local 
Government showed house prices 
went up by 0.7 per cent in March, the 
fifth consecutive month of increases. 

Lending figures were also pub¬ 
lished by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders. 

They suggested housing-market 
activity bounced back during March 
with a 25 per cent jump in the num¬ 
ber of mortgages advanced to people 
buying a property. 

Some 45,000 mortgages were lent 
for house purchase during the month, 
up from 36,000 in February. 

Rightmove said a smaller increase 


last month suggested the past year’s 
rise in house prices could be cooling 
off. It said asking prices rose by 0.7 
per cent in May compared with 2.6 
per cent in April, causing the annual 
rate of increase to slow to 4.3 per cent 
from 6 per cent. 

Findaproperty.com showed that the 
average UK asking price rose for the 
fourth consecutive month with a 0.6 
per cent rise in the past month, up to 
£219,748 from £218,475. 

On an annual basis, average prices 
have climbed 1.8 per cent from 
£215,761 in May 2009. 

The number of properties for sale 
jumped 8 per cent in May, the fourth 
consecutive month of rising stock 
levels in 2010. 

Its survey said eight in ten people 
were searching for a property, pledg¬ 
ing to continue their search despite 
the election and three-quarters said 
that the election result would not 
stop them buying a property. 

Last week, Property For Kent re¬ 
ported that house prices were climb¬ 
ing at their fastest rate since October 
2007 in year-on-year comparisons. 

Figures from the Council of 
Mortgage lenders showed that house 
prices were becoming more afford¬ 
able, with the cost of the average 
first-time home 4.9 times the annual 
earnings of the household compared 
with 5.5 times at the end of 2008.

Rent-recovery rise starts 
due to the lack of supply 


THERE were encouraging 
signs of recovery in the let¬ 
ting market this week, with 
rents looking to begin rising 
again. 

A lack of supply is pushing 
residential real-estate rents 
higher, signalling a revival in 
the lettings market, accord¬ 
ing to the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors. 

The net balance of char¬ 
tered surveyors reporting 
rising, rather than falling, 


rents rose from zero to 30 
per cent, a marked contrast 
to April last year, when 58 
per cent more chartered 
surveyors were reporting 
falling rents, an all-time low 
for the survey. 

Surveyors are optimistic 
that rents will continue to 
rise, with the rental expec¬ 
tations’ net balance climb¬ 
ing to 36 per cent, the high¬ 
est figure recorded in the 
survey’s history.

JUSTIN Luchford believes he is 
<4 very close” to making his first 
signing of the close-season, follow¬ 
ing the loss of midfielder Dave 
Soutan to Whitstable Town. 

Soutan, the second player to depart Salters 
Lane since the Lilywhites sealed promotion to 
the Ryman League, was hesitant about his 
future with Faversham immediately after the 
season and Luchford, though disappointed, 
was not surprised by his exit. 

The Town manager said: “It’s always a blow, 
some players decide to move on and we’ll deal 
with it. 

“He was one of the ones who wasn’t sure at 
the end of last season and when someone’s not 
sure, you expect they’re probably going to 
leave. It wasn’t a shock, but he’s been good for 
us -1 just hope he doesn’t come back and score 
against us. 

“I’m very close now to finishing off what I 
want to bring in. There are several offers on 
the table and the players I’ve spoken to have 
been quite positive. It’s not about selling the 
club to them - that’s quite easy - but the thing 
we’re finding is the difference in finances. 

“One problem is that Kent League clubs 
seem to be finding money from somewhere 
and a lot of clubs are paying a lot more for next 
season. You do worry about the ambition of 
players who drop down to the Kent League for 


the money. It concerns me and a lot of man¬ 
agers in the Ryman League.” 

Luchford said he was looking to bring in no 
more than four new faces, with one rumoured 
to be Sittingboume defender Matt Bourne, 
who would be an ideal replacement for Lee 
Shearer. 

While Faversham will make long journeys to 
face Bognor Regis Town and Whitehawk 
among others in Ryman South, they also have 
a healthy programme of Kent derbies to look 
forward to. Clashes with Whitstable and 
Sittingboume are sure to set fans’ pulses rac¬ 


ing, but Luchford admitted the excitement will 
not stop with the supporters. 

He said: “I’m massively looking forward to 
those games, mbbing shoulders with Jim 
Ward, Steve Lovell, Mark Patterson and Gary 
Abbott. They’re the games you look forward to 
and they’re important because they’re a big 
part of your budget. 

“Those games are the hardest because 
they’re for bragging rights in the county. For 
anyone trying to win the league, they’ve got to 
win it elsewhere because the form book goes 
out of the window for Kent derbies.”
